Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Discussed 
the declaration submitted to overcome the art rejections. The evidence submitted was sufficient to show that the 
invention has unexpected results for 0 to 2 entanglements per meter in the woven fabric. However, this range is not 
commensurate is scope with the claimed range of at most 3/m. The declaration does not discuss the claimed end 
point of 3/m. Suggested that the applicant amend the claim to 2/m to be commensurate with the declaration range. 
The applicant agreed to make the changes, putting the case in condition for allowance. Further, claim 1 1 includes a 
lack of antecedent basis with regards to the recited silicone resin listed in line 7. The applicant agreed to add the term 
silicone to first mention of the coating in line 1 of the claim.
